15. (New claim) A raisablc window treatment sized to fit substantially over a window 
opening, the window treatment capable of being raised or lowered without the use of draw 
strings, the window treatment comprising: 

(i) a row of buttons and at least one row of loops for removably securing at 
least a portion of the window treatment in a raised position while the 
window treatment is positioned over the window opening; 

(ii) the row of buttons is affixed to the window treatment along an upper 
portion of the window treatment;

23. (New) The window treatment of claims 7, 8, 9, 15, 19, 20 or 21 , further 
comprising a tab top suspending sleeve for suspending the window treatment in front of the

27. (New) The window treatment of claim 20, wherein the three rows of loops 
are positioned to permit the portion of the window treatment to be raised at least at three 
different lengths when the first, second or third row of buttons is fastened to the row of loops. 

2 8 . (New) The window treatment of claim 2 1 , wherein the three rows of 
buttons are positioned along the window treatment to permit the portion of the window 
treatment to be raised at least at three different lengths when the first, second or third row of 
buttons is fastened to the row of loops. 
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
